The quantity of light which It Is 
now possible to obtain at a reason¬ 
able cost from tungsten lamps In se¬ 
ries has led to an Innovation In street 
lighting In some Michigan towns 
which, it Is thought, may find wide 
adoption. In Grand Rapids, where the 
system seems first to have been ap¬ 
plied, the tungsten lamps are strung 
across the street between the eaves 
of the buildings in such a way that 
they form the outline of an arch. The 
effect of a series of these Illuminated 
arches at night resembles that of a 
canopy of lamps covering the street 
and shedding down upon It a pleasing 
Illumination. The same system has 
been adopted in Big Rapids and is un¬

GREAT LAND OPENING 

Settlers to Be Allotted Six Hun¬ 
dred Thousand Acres. 

FIRST CHOICE FOR INDIANS. 


United States Government Will Open 
Coeur d’Alene, Flathead and Spokane 
Lands and Award Three Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Fifty Homesteads 
by Lot—Flood of Applications. 

Uncle Sam Is about to kill two tre¬ 
mendous birds by using a stone of 
record breaking size. The latter part 
of this summer he will break up the 
tribal relations of nearly 4.000 Indians 
In Montana, Idaho and Washington, 
place them all on farms and give to 
American settlers something like 600,- 
000 acres of the Indian lands in those 
states. These farms of 100 acres each 
will be awarded to lucky immigrants 
by the lottery system, which has placed 
so many thousands upon homesteads 
of their own. 

For many generations the United 
States government has been feeding 
and clothing the Indians. The effect 
upon the Indian himself has been pro¬ 
nounced, as might have been expected 
—he will not work for what he has 
received free for so many years. So 
the government has decided to appor¬ 
tion the lands now held by the tribes 
In common among the various individ¬ 
uals and families and permit the red 
men to learn something of the hon¬ 
esty of labor. 

The Indians to be affected in this In¬ 
stance are 637 Coeur d’Alenes in Idaho, 
2,379 Flatheads In Montana and nearly 
700 Spokanes In Washington. Regis¬ 
tration will begin July 15 and will end 
Aug. 5. The drawing will begin Aug. 9. 

The swarm of people to the north¬ 
west to try their luck doubtless will be 
enormous. About 3,750 farms will be 
opened for settlement. For a month 
or more the land office has been receiv¬ 
ing an average of from 800 to 1.000 
letters a day from people all over the 
United States, prospective settlers in¬ 
quiring as to the conditions governing 
the lottery. Only 3,000 or 4,000 people 
can hope to receive the prizes. 

Before white men are permitted to 
settle upon a single acre the Indians 
themselves are to be given first choice 
of the lands for farms. On the Coeur 
d’Alene reservation the G37 Indians 
have been alloted 102,000 out of a total 
of 310,000 acres. So each Indian will 
also receive 1G0 acres, Including men, 
women and children, giving Indian 
families much larger farms than the 
white settlers will receive. 

The Flathead Indians have been al¬ 
loted 222,000 acres out of a total of 
1,200,000 acres, while the Spokane In¬ 
dians have been alloted 6G,280 acres. 
Some timber land on the Coeur d’Alene 
reservation will be opened for regis¬ 
tration, but timber lands will not be 
opened on the other reservations. 

The white settlers will have to pay 
the Indians within five years for all 
the lands taken up for settlement at 
from $1.25 to $7 per acre. This mon¬ 
ey, paid to the government in annual 
Installments, will be deposited in the 
United States treasury to the credit 
of the Indians, and they will receive 
individually each year the interest on 
their funds./ 

All who desire to register for these 
lands must go in person to the regis¬ 
tration [mints at Kalispell or Missoula, 
Mont., to register for Flathead lauds, 
to Coeur d’Alene, Ida., to register for 
Coeur d’Alene lands and to Spokane 
to register for Spokane lands. Appli¬ 
cations will be received only at Coeur 
d’Alene, where James W. Witten of 
the general land office will conduct 
the lottery. Applications, which may 
be sworn to before a notary public, 
must be sent to Judge Witten by or¬ 
dinary mall, not by registered mail, 
and no envelope which bears a return 
card or the address of the sender will 
be counted in the lottery. 

Soldiers and sailors of the civil war, 
Spanish war and Philippine insurrec¬ 
tion or their widows or children may 
register through agents. This means 
that the veterans or their heirs do not 
have to go way out to Montana to 
register. All applications for registra¬ 
tion must reach Judge Witten at 
Coeur d’Alene before Aug. 2. 

All applications filed on identical 
blanks will be heaped in a room and 
thoroughly mixed. Judge Witten will 
pick out one of them at random. A 
clerk will mark that blank “No. 1,” i 
and the man or woman whose name 
It bears will be entitled to first choice 
of a farm. In this way a number of 
blanks equal to the number of home¬ 
steads available will be selected. 

No selections of homesteads will be 
made prior to April 1, 1910. All per- 1 
sons winning the right to enter will 
be notified when to appear to select 
their farms. If they fail to appear on 
that date thev will lose all rights un- 


uer rne numoer assigned men). 

No charge will be made for regis¬ 
tration, but at the time of entry per¬ 
sons who apply for Flathead lands 
will be required to pay one-third of 
the appraised value, and those apply¬ 
ing for the lands on the other reserva¬ 
tions will be required to pay one-fifth 
of the appraised value. Residence 
j must be begun within six months aft¬ 
er the date on which entry is made. 
Settlers must build homes and culti¬ 
vate the lands in good faith. 

At the end of the five year term 
they receive title and may dispose of 
their lands At the end of fourteen 
months those desiring to do so may 
pay for their lands in full, when they 
will receive title and be authorized to 
sell their lands if they so desire.—

DAYS OF CHEAP BREAD PAST. 

So Says College Dean, Who Predicts a 
Population of 1,400,000,000. 

“We have seen the last of cheap 
bread in this country.” said Eugene 
Davenport, dean of the University of 
Illinois. Urbana. Ill., at the graduation 
exercises of Rhode Island State col¬ 
lege held the other day, at which Dean 
Davenport and Governor Pothier of 
Rhode Island were, according to a 
Kingston (It. I.) dispatch, the principal 
speakers. 

Dean Davenport estimated that in 
another hundred years the population 
of the United States would be 1,400,-. 
000,000, or more than 400 to the square 
mile of territory, and said: 

“Any way you can figure it we are 
near the end of cheap food in this 
country, which means that population 
Is beginning to overtake the food sup- 
i ply. We can increase production yet 
many fold by means of better methods, 
more intensive practice and the requi¬ 
sition of yet undeveloped acres, but 
the best land has been developed, its 
fertility has been more or less de¬ 
pleted, and some of it has already been 
abandoned, and. while I have no de¬ 
sire to pose as a prophet -and still less 
to dogmatize. I am ready to venture 
the opinion that we have seen the last 
of cheap white bread in this country.” 

PEACE KING, UNCLE SAM. 

Justice Brewer Says Providence Made 
Us World Power. 

“America is the logical nation to 
bring about universal peace through¬ 
out the world,” said United States Su¬ 
preme Court Justice David J. Brewer 
the other day before the New Jersey 
Bar association in Atlantic City, N. J. 

“I believe an all wise Providence had 
a hand in the rise of this great coun¬ 
try to a world power that is able to 
dictate peace Instead of war through¬ 
out the world,” he added. 

“With brass buttons and epaulets 
becoming more plenty, with constant 
talk of fighting and invention of new 
weapons, this country must watch to 
prevent Its people drifting into dreams 
of empire that can only lead to disas¬ 
ter. Many wars are simply caused by 
political ambition.” 

He predicted that the time would 
come when the real arbitration would 
be made “between London and New 
York, with other money markets of 
the world.” 

New Baseball Record. 

The Pacific Coast league made a 
baseball history the other day when a 
world’s record was established at 
Freeman’s park, in San Francisco, by 
the contest between the San Francisco 
and Oakland teams. For the first 
time in the annals of the national 
pastime a game between teams in one 
of the biggest leagues of the United 
States went for twenty-three innings 
without a run being scored.

“BUTTERFLY” AEROPLANE. 

Engineer and Farmer Build Self Ria« 
ing Airship—Successful Test Flight. 

Working in strictest secrecy iu a 
windowless cemeut shop located at'ii 
lonely point in the woods eight miles 
northwest of Medicine lake. Hennepin 
county, Minn.. J. Stewart, a retired 
railroad engineer, and S. Brownell, a 
farmer with mechanical genius, have 
invented an aeroplane which promises 
to rival that of the Wright brothers, 
says a Minneapolis dispatch. 

Becaus^ of the peculiar arrangement 
of the planes and of the means of ma¬ 
nipulation the Slewart-Brownell inven¬ 
tion is called a “butterfly” aeroplane. 

At full moon the other night a suc¬ 
cessful flight was made with Fred 
Parker, fdrmer operator and expert 
for Roy Knabensbue and Baldwin. 
Parker reached an altitude between 
250 and 300 feet and remained in the 
air ten minutes. 

The "butterfly” aeroplane claims sev¬ 
eral advantages over all others. It 
rises without running wheels or any 
assistance other than from its engine 
and weighs complete only 200 pounds, 
less than one-third the weight of the 
Wright brothers’ aeroplane. 

The engine is the invention of Stew¬ 
art, who has been working on it for 
twelve years. The planes and their 
arrangement are the joint conception 
of Brownell and Stewart. Like the 
Wrights, the inventors of the “butter¬ 
fly” airship are maintaining the great¬ 
est secrecy, but several persons have 
seen it and witnessed its recent flight. 

The engine is of the Gnome type, 
and its five cylinders are connected 
with the main shaft operating the pro¬ 
peller. They are so arranged and 
equipped as to work independent of 
each other, and at the trial the other 
night the engine made 1,800 revolu¬ 
tions. The horsepower developed is es¬ 
timated at between twelve and fifteen. 
The weight is less than a hundred 
pounds. The cylinders are one-eighth 
of an inch thick. The stroke is three 
and one-half inches. 

Brownell and Stewart have arranged 
to enter the trials for heavier than air 
flying machines to be conducted under 
the auspices of the United States gov¬ 
ernment at Fort Myer in October. By 
that time they expect to perfect their 
invention so as to reach any desired 
height and a speed of not less than 
forty-five miles an hqur. 

A new life saving apparatus for ships 
includes a sand anchor to be fired 
ashore to fasten the line to which it 
Is attached, regardless of the presence 
of persons to lend aid.

With the plendid ad¬ 
vertising that is being given the State 
by The California Promotion Com¬ 
mittee, and the interest that is taken 
in the Pacific Coast by those who 
visit the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Fix- 
position, people all over the world are 
having their attention attracted to 
California. Owing to this increased 
interest the demand for literature 
describing the various parts of the 
Estate is so great that it is almost im¬ 
possible to supply it. 

The California Promotion Committee 
has a most thorough methdU of dis¬ 
tribution of literature, so that not a 
single piece goes to waste, yet the de¬ 
mand upon it has been so great that 
many counties are entirely unrepre¬ 
sented in its literature files. Quite a 
number of counties have live com¬ 
mercial organizations that are quick 
to grasp opportunities, but others do 
not seem to realize the importance of a 
constant supply or such matter.

Colonization eflort is receiving great 
impetus, and many desirable settlers 
are coming to all parts of the State. 

Increased inquiry regarding Califor¬ 
nia is noted throughout the East and 
in Europe, and a number of colonies 
are being formed to locate in the State. 

Great activity is shown in railroad 
extension work in several parts of the 
State, and a number of new electrical 
lines are being projected. 

During the month much interest has 
been displayed in California by in¬ 
vestors of Holland and other European 
financial centers. 

California is already feeling the im¬ 
pulse of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Ex¬ 
position, and many tourists are visit¬ 
ing the State, which is becoming to be 
more and more recognized as an all 
year resort. Tourist travel for the 
coming year bids fair to b teak all pre 
vious records.
